Mrs. Reves went to Mexico 
25 
years ago and 
is 
the 
American 
widow of a Mexican who once was 
wealthy. 
Her four daughters have 
delightful little lisp s, calculated to 
drive a 
white-suited young 
navy- 
man half mad. 
The girls learned 
stenograp hy, after the family fort­ 


unes waned and in good American 
style they jump ed in 
after 
their 
father’s death, and made for them­ 
selves and their mother a home that 
was one of the brightest and most 
interesting 
in Mexico City. 
When 
President Madero was assassinated 
Mrs. Reyes agreed with President 
Wilson that Huerta 
the 
assassin 
ought nut to he recognized. 
It was 
an easy matter for President Wilson 
not to recognize Huerta but for Mrs 
Reyes it was an affair of great dif­ 
ficulty, owing to the- fact that the 
leyes and Huerta families were in 
the same social set in the 
cap ital. 
Mrs. Reyes began to sp eak her mind 
wherever *he went. The C arranzud­ 
as, who were working secretly in 
the city, at the risk of their lives, 
ought her out and told her to be 
careful. 


’’Em going to talk and think ;» s 1 
p lease,’’ said Mrs. Reves, in Amer­ 
ican style. 
The Carrauzaistns in the 
•ap ital began to dep end more and 
more on the American woman and 
her daughters for aid in accomp lish­ 
ing secret and difficult tasks. 
For 
instance, it’> Mrs. Reyes own secret 


low she did it, but it is known that 
14 dep uties who had been marked 
for death by Huerta were sp irited 
iway from her 
home, at 
various 
times to safety. 
And every' time a 
dep uty went to safety the wardrobes 
of one of the girls was minus a gown 
or a street dress. 
If you could just 
get the Reves family to tell the de- 
ails of some of these things you 
would have a p lay or a book, that 
would thrill the world. Maybe they’ll 
tell, 
someone 
they 
say hut—the 
arranzistas aren’t in p ower 
yet. 
The crisis for the Reyes family came 
on .February 22, not because that is 
Washington’s birthday, but because 
it is the anniversary of the assassin- 
it ion of Francisco Madero, who was 
almost an id« »1 with the Reyes girls 
in<l their mother. 
On that Sunday 
ifternoon, Mrs. Reyes, 
taking 
her 
iberty and it might have been lier 
ife into her 
hands, 
went to 
the 
French cemetery, where Madero lies 
buried and carrying a great bouquet 
of roses, 
she 
stalked 
her 
way 
through the lines of Mexican soldier.-- 
ind rurales to the door of the Mad­ 
ero family tomb and 
p laced 
the 
roses there. 
Carmen, her daughter, 
who was standing beside her sudden- 
v felt the touch of a hand on her 
shoulder. 
The girl turned and found 
herself facing George Huerta, the 


son of Madero’s assassain. 
“What are you doing here?” li€ 
asked insolently. 
He’s a 
loafing 
young blood of the cap ital and p er­ 
hap s some of his father’s cognac 
made him p articularly overhearing 
in his demeanor. 
“Are you a rela­ 
tive of the Madero’s ? ” he continued. 
“What are you crying around here 
for?” 1 was in the eemtery myself 
that Sunday, and I know 
what a 
sinister crowd of soldiers and secret 
service men it was that surrounded 
Madero’s grave. 
It would hove tak­ 
en a brave man to 
stand at 
that 
graveside and sp eak his mind, and 
he p robably would have p aid for his 
words with his life. 
“We’re here to 
mourn for the good man your father 
murdered.” 


The words came 
like 
so 
many 
shots; sp oken right into the face of 
the assassin’s son; delivered in the 
p resence of grim soldiers; heard by 
scores 
of 
bystanders 
who 
were 
secretly mourning; thrilling 
me, as 
ihey did every other bystander, until 
it hurt us not to he able to cheer. 
Mrs. Reyes told George Huerta some 
more things too! she told him that 
lie was as bad a man as his drunken 
father. 
She p rop hesied; she 
said 
the day would come when hi* father 
who had seized the 
p residency by 
murder, would he an outcast. 
She 
said she hop ed Ihe day wasn’t far 
away, either, and then she wound up 
by saying, “Nowr go home 
and tell 
your 
father 
what an 
American 
woman, who isn’t afraid 
to 
talk, 
thinks about him.” 
She and 
her 
daughter 
turned 
away, 
stalked 
through the lines of soldiers and left 
the wondering and astonished son of 
the dictator to think things out. 
I’m telling this story of the Reyes 
family now because it is the first 
ehiince I have had to tell it, * ithoul 
endangering the lives or at least the 
liberty of that brave woman and her 
daughters. 
After the incident, seuret service 
men haunted them and their home; 
even their servants, they discovered 
were Iluerta sp ies. 
And the 
other 
day, they had to (lee. 
There was one 
“white man,” in the Iluerta govern­ 
ment, who called one of the girls to 
his office and said : 
“Your mother and you girls had 
better get out of the cap ital as soon 
as you can. Iluerta is p lanning to 
arrest her.” 
And so the p lucky little American 
woman, with her four daughters left 
their home one evening, gat to the 
railroad station without being ob­ 
served and, twenty-four hours later, 
were under the 
American llag in 
Vera (’ruz.
